The Natlona! Municipal Leagus has is
sued in bound form the proceedings of the
twelfth annunl convention held at Atlantio
City, N. J.. last April. The wvolums come-
prises W2 pages and s fully indexed for
reference. The work was edited by (linton
Rogers Woodruff, secretary of the league,
North American bullding, Philadelphia, to
whom inquirles on the sublect may be
addressed,

This volume comprises the largest record
of the procesdings of the league's annual
sessions, but the merit of size ia dus to the
fact that this year'es proceedings were of
an unusually interesting and important
character. The papers and discusslonms
covered the widest possible range and wera
brilliantly HMuminating In their direot and
pructical bearing upon the problems of
municipal government, although the annual
meetings of this body have long enjoyed
pre-eminence slong these lines. Not only
did the program include papers of n suge
geastlve and recommendatory character,
but many citations of practical experience
In solving some of the most perplexing
difficulties attending the administration of
citiem. Chlef among tha former was &
paper by Hon, Charles J. Bonaparte, secro-
tary of the navy, who Is president of the
league, on ""Why We Have Unsatisfactory
Public Bervante and How Wea Can Get
Good Onea'—a subject which appeals
potently to nearly every municipality in

Im addition
to a full disoussion of the formal papers,
Is u detalled report of the "RHound Table
Conference,” known as & feature of the
league's annual meetings, which afford op=
portunities for free “heart-to-heart' talks
touching matters of pressing Interest

The direct Influence of this leagus upon
the practiosd operation of municipal gove
ernmant in this country has bean surprise
ing. The work of Its commiites on mu=
nleipal program, perfocted at the Columbus
meeting, In 1899, has been adopted in part
by many municipalities which since that
time have had new chartars or important
amendments to existing ones. The pracs
teal value of Its system of uniform mius
nicipal accounting, on which the eommittoa
is stiill at work, s attested by the state-
ment of & member of & leading Nria of ac-
countants that “today there are no less
than elghty citiem using financial state-
ments bearing the stamp of the work of
the league, and the United Btates consus
have made use of them in the collection
and clnssification of municipal statistics.”

gogism that invariably attends the ate
tempts of political agencles to solve this .
great problem.
